QUESTION #2 - RE: CIVIL SERVICE 


THE CASE FOR....--+ 


1. Civil Service will end discrimination against 
many Town employees. At present, over two-thirds 
of Wilmington public employees are entitled either 
to Civil Service status, or to equivalent job pro- 
tection through tenure, 

2. It will require the appointment and promotion 
of Town employees through competitive examination 

3. The Town Manager will retain sole authority 
to appoint and to remove Townemployees. However, 
an employee can be fired only for cause. 

4, Last year, the Selectmen, Finance Committee 
and Town Manager objected to Civil Service because 
it did not cover all Townemployees, This year, the 
proposal applies to all Town employees who ought 
to receive Civil Service protection. 


THE CASE AGAINST....... 


Adoption of Civil Service would sacrifice much 
of the benefit of the Town Manager system which 
is intended to secure a business rather than a 
political administration. This requires reasonable 
disciplinary authority, but under the cumbersome 
civil service procedures it is almost impossible to 
discharge an employee for any cause short of major 
crime, The manager’s professional success de- 
pends on securing full value for every dollar spent 
for services and materials, Under our present 
system, the Town Manager has no motive to dis- 
charge an efficient employee for merely political 
reasons; therefore, Civil Service is not necessary, 


QUESTION #3 - RE: TOWN MANAGER CHARTER AMENDMENT 


THE CASE FOR..... 


Our present charter allows the manager to fire 
town officials and employees without cause, regard- 
less of time served, abolish their jobs, hire outside 
Teplacements, and operate the town ‘at his 
discretion’ without any recourse by the townspeople 

The proposed amendment simply adds ‘with the 
approval of the Selectmen’, This would act asa 
brake on drastic changes by setting up the Selectmen 
who are the elected representatives as a board 
of appeals. 

Brookline, Concord, Andover and Wakefield 
have this feature.

What is Civil Service 


Civil Service insures that merit, instead of political influence, 
governs appointment and promotion in public service. 


1, Appointments are made from a list of applicants chosen by 
competitive examination, 

2. Promotions are based on merit, experience and competitive 
examination, 

3. Every employee is given an equal opportunity to advance his 
career in public service. 

4, The Town is protected against a political spoils system. 


Civil Service has proven its value. Federal employees have Civil 
Service protection. Most State employees are subject to Civil Service. 
Most city and town employees in Massachusetts are covered by Civil 
Service, Teachers, - even Superintendents of Schools, - are entitled 
to job tenure, Employees in private industry are commonly protected 
by union contract, 


Wilmington Now Has Civil Service 


The idea of Civil Service is not new to Wilmington, It is not 
an issue in Wilmington, Many Town employees are presently subject 
to Civil Service. 

The Federal government requires that employees of our Board 
of Public Welfare must be subject to Civil Service, This requirement 
is enforced in order to protect public assistance persons from political 
interference, 

All of our public school teachers, including principals, supervisors 
and even the Superintendent of Schools, are subject to the tenure law ~ 
which provides job security equivalent to Civil Service. 


Why Question 2 Should be Approved 


Civil Service does not interfere with the Town Manager Act. 
Under Civil Service, the Town Manager retains sole authority to 
hire and to fire Town employees, However, an employee can be 
removed for ‘cause’. In other words, there must be reasonable 
grounds to justify the firing. 


The Town retains control over its employees. Civil Service 
imposes the requirement that each employee must be treated ina 
fair and reasonable manner, 


Most of the best-run cities and towns in Massachusetts are 
subject to Civil Service, for example: Newton, Brookline, Wellesley, 
and Cambridge, There is no reason to believe that Wilmington will 
not perform just as well under full Civil Service. 


Last year, our Selectmen, Finance Committee and Town Manager 
objected to Civil Service because the 1964 proposal did not cover all

PEANUT BUTTER 
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Volpe Signed 


Governor John A, Volpe delayed 
for 72 hours the signing of the two 
bills passed by the legislature last 
week, and which are to appear as 
referendum questions on the bal- 
lots Saturday, along with the refer- 
endum on Insurance for Town Em- 
ployees. 

During the 72 hour delay, the 
Governor flew to Washington to 
discuss the proposed closing of 
the Springfield Armory, and while 
he was doing this there was a 
merry time in both Boston and 
Wilmington, Town officials were 
wondering - and the Town Clerk 
was unable to order the ballots for 
Saturday’s election, as she wasun- 
able to say what would have to be 

Qn those datiots, 

The bills were to be signed Fri- 
day morning, before the Governor 
left for Washington, Bob Palmer, 
president of the Wilmington Town 
Employees Association was invited 
to attend the signature, and with 
Senator Long and Rep, Fred F, 
Cain was ushered into the govern- 
or’s office, where a photographer 
was waiting, 2 

The governor reached for the 
bills, and stopped instead to read 
a letter written by Don S, Greer, 
of the J, W, Greer Company of 
Wilmington, Then he announced 
that he would have to ‘think it over’, 

He spent some time trying to 
find out what was happening in 
Wilmington, where Selectmen were 
taking one stand, as town officials, 
and another as private citizens, 
Finally the governor called Select~ 
man Lloyd C, Bender. 

‘Governor’, Bender assured 
Volpe, ‘There are enough nutty 
things going on in this town to 
supply a peanut butter factory!’ 

The governor then left for Wash- 
ington. 

Saturday morning Fred Cain 
issued a statement denouncing the 
governor’s delay, parts of which 
were read over two radio stations 
at noon, WHIL and WCAP, and a 
story of which was in the late 
edition of the Boston Globe, Sat- 
urday, The Woburn Times carried 
it in full on Monday. 

Cain’s statement accused the 
governor of ‘willfully meddling in 
the affairs of the Town of Wilming- 
ton and obstructing home rule by 
his failure to act upon two legis- 
lative bills affecting Wilmington 
which have been duly passed and 
Placed before him for his sign- 
ature,’ 


“Under the home rule provisions 
of both measures’, Representative 
Cain sald, ‘the people of Wilming- 
ton would decide through the ballot 
boxes at the town elections on 
Saturday, March 6th, whether or 
not these bills should be approved, 
Time 1s running out and the Gov- 
ernor knows it, Unless he acts 
immediately on these home rule 
measures, the Governor must ac- 
cept the full and complete respon- 
sibility for denying the people of 
Wilmington the opportunity to ex- 
press their views on several en- 
tirely local matters which are of 
great concern and interest in our 
community,’ 

‘These measures were season- 
ably filed and duly considered by 
the legislature, After hearing all 
the arguments for and against 
these proposals, the legisiature, 
in its wisdom, passed them and 
Sent them to the Governor. As the 
elected state representative from 
Wilmington, I have done every- 
thing within my power to have 
these matters placed before the 
citizens of Wilmington for their 
final judgement, If these matters 
are not on next Saturday’s ballot, 
the peopie of Wilmington will know 
that the Governor alone isto blame 
for infringing upon their rights,’ 

The Governor signed the bills 
first thing, Monday morning, at 
8:50 am - and without a 
photographer,
